LATE COMERS AT SARATOGA 



Cavanaugh Special Brings Large 
Crowd of New Yorkers. 



Schorr Horses Due Monday- 
Stallion Somewhere Donated 
to Breeding Bureau.

8-\RATO«A SPKIxns, N. Y., August 1.— Tlie 
(Cavanaugh special of eleven coaeiies made a 
record-breaking trip here from New York and 
arrived shortly after 11 o’clock ITiurfalay night. 
Three boats, one of tliem a special, made the run 
from New York to Troy, and the late comers made 
'the trip up via the water route. All agree that 
there is a larger crowd on hand for the opening 
than ever before in the history of racing in Sara- 
toga. 

P. T. Chinn reports that the well-bred mare 
Elizabeth Harwood foaled a dead foal by Sweep 
at his farm near Lexington. There are a dozen 
yearlings at tlie farm by various sires, and col- 
lectively they are said to be an extra good-looking 
band. 

S. A. Clopton, Jolin W. Schorr and E. K. Bryson 
were arrivals from New Y'ork and are quartred at 
a cottage on Nelson avenue. Clopton is still a sick 
man, although on the way to iaiprovement, and 
hopes that a month in Saratoga will bring him 
around in good condition again. The horses that 
raced in Clopton’s colors at the Empire City meet- 
ing were shipped back to Maryland to be turned 
out with the remainder of the stable, which are 
on a farm about five miles from Havre de Grace. 

Tlie Schorr horses are due here Monday. At the 
conclusion of the meeting they will go direct to 
Lexington and will be campaigned at the fall meet- 
ings in Kentucky. 

M. “Cyclone” Kittleman, pride of the cowboys, 
got in from New York. “Kit” has not missed a 
meeting at Saratoga in thirty years. A few years 
back, in partnership with ids brother Frank, he 
raced quite a pretentious stable in the west and 
on the California tracks. 

Jack McDonald reports tliat his employer, W. J. 
Starr, has donated the well-bred stallion Some- 
where to the Jockey Club Breeding Bureau. Some- 
where is a splendid individual, by Assagai — Fri- 
zette, and lias two crosses of St. Simon in his pedi- 
gree. He will be placed at one of the upstate 
farms. 

CARLTON G. STANDING IN GEORGIA. 

Charles O’Dell, who is here for the meeting, con- 
templates gathering together another string. He 
already has a fine looking che.stnut weanling by 
Carlton G., dam the Star Shoot mare Southern 
Star. This filly was foaled at the O’Dell farm, 
near Savannah, Ga., where Carlton G. now stands. 
There are about a dozen mares at the farm, among 
them Louise Lyons and the well-bred Test. 

Charles Connors got in from Montreal and 
joined the regulars in tlie press stand. Connors, 
who did his bit on the other side, came back 
pretty well bungei] up. He suffered two wounds, 
one in the thigh and another in the shoulder, 
liesides being gassed twic-e. His right leg, due to 
the wound in the thigh, was for a time paralyzed, 
and lie was confined in a hospital on the other side 
from November to March. Connors took part in 
all of the battles in Chateau Thierry and the 
Argoune forests. 

Ro.v Offutt made his first appearance in the east 
in some time when he droiqied into Saratoga 
yesterday. He was on the “firing line” this after- 
iKHin. Offutt came here from California. 

Jolin Madigin, president of the Niagara Racing 
Assoi’iation. is here for the meeting. Mr. Madigin 
does not appear to be overentliusiastic over tlie 
prospects fur a resumption of racing in Canada 
this year. 

FRANK BRGEN TO RESIDE IN HAVANA. 

I..ansdale, one of the moving spirits in the 
Cuba-American Jockey Club, and associate steward 
at Oriental Dark, gut in from the west. He brings 
the news that Frank Bruen is expected to arrive in 
Cincinnati this week to complete arrangements 
for the removal of his family and household effects 
to t'uba. Mr. and Mrs. Bruen will in future make 
their home in Havana. Lonsdale recently bought 
Ed Wilbern’s sto<-k in the Havana track. 

John Farrell, who got in from Baltimore, reports 
that William Huber met with an accident a short 
time back which will confine him for at least six 
mouths in the I'rutestant Union Hospital. Mr. 
Uuber («U off a strict car and injured his spine. 

W. C. Edwards, racing secretary of the Metro- 
politan Racing Association, is at Saratoga soliciting 
entries for the stakes to be run at the fall meet- 
ing nt Jamaica, which are advertised to close 
August 7. 

Himoii Uealy has arranged to ship to Hun Briar 
Court, at Binghamton, N. Y., the fillies Norman, 
Kbajah and My Friend. The latter is in foal to 
gun Briar.

The program of the second day of the Saratoga meeting presents as its principal at- 
traction the running of the United States Hotel Stakes, for two-year-olds, at three-quarters of 
a mile, and the Kenner Stakes, for three-year- olds, at a mile and three-sixteenths. The race 
for two-year-olds is named for one of the two leading Saratoga hotels, and the one for three- 
year-olds after Duncan F. Kenner, a famous Louisiana turfman of long ago. 

The United States Hotd Stakes is a race of penalties and allowances and dates from 
1880, when it fell to Dwyer Bros.’ all conquering Luke Blackburn. It being then a race for 
three-year-olds. It was made for two-year olds in 1901, and good ones which have won it since 
were Burgomaster, De Mund, Restigouche, Old Rosebud, Dominant and Billy Kelly. It had 
164 nominations this year, of which 142 are still eligible to start. Being of the guaranteed 
value of $10,000, it is rightly deemed one of the big prizes of the meeting and coveted ac- 
cordingly. Its record is:

The Kenner Stakes was instituted in 1870, and was run regularly down to 1893, after 
which it was discontinued for a time. In its early years it was one of our principal races, 
and was won by such master horses as Harry Bassett, Joe Daniels, The 111 Used, Duke of 
Magenta, Falsetto, Luke Blackburn, Hindoo, George Kinney, Elkwood and Los Angeles. In 
its present revival it was not given its former high standing in the Saratoga stake list, but it 
is well worth winning, and its history is as follows:

He 
will be rested in his present quarters during the 
Saratoga meeting, and at its conclusiim be sent to 
Red Bank, N. J., where he wilt be turned out to 
roam a spacious paddock. The retirement is ex- 
pected to be beneficial, and his lengthy letup from 
training and racing will, it is thought, bring about 
a full recovery from the injury. Roainer's admirers, 
and tliere are legioiis of them, sincerely regret that 
the old gelding was nut siiared until he liad an 
opiKirt unity of winning one or two more races, so 
that he would have gained the additional fume of 
kavtof won 1100,000 or store.

MISS JEMIMA VICTORIOUS 



Western-Owned Filly Scores Im- 
pressively in Flash Stakes. 



Purchase Easy Winner of Sara- 
toga Handicap — The Brook 
Beaten After Game Race.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 1.— An 
epoch in American racing was reached today at 
Saratoga when the most rf*presentative crowd that 
has ever witnessed the spOTt at one time thronged 
the beautiful and spacious grounds here to witness 
the opening of -what will undoubtedly be the greatest 
term of racing ever conducted at even this most 
famous of American tracks. Numerically the crowd 
was far greater than that of opening day last year 
and there appeared more general activity, but then 
the war was still on last year and there were 
many in the crowd this afternoon that made merr.v 
and took a keen interest in the sjiort who were 
engaged In far grimmer work “over there.” Shift- 
ing clouds and an occasional rainfall during the 
early morning heurs threatened to mar the opening, 
but the weather improvement was steady and by 
noon the sun sbone in all its brilliancy. 

Though the opening ra^e was not scheduled until 
2:45i the crowd began 'stroaming tbrongh the gates 
around midday, and the increasing numbers soon 
taxed the big grandstand to the crowding point. 
The overflow found space along the lawn and had 
to be satisfied with occasional fleeting glimpses of 
the running of the various races, for an unbroken 
view was next to impossible for them on account 
of the great mass of people. 

The clubhouse contingent was more extensive 
than formerly, but even with the added number of 
visitors in this portion of the grounds there was 
ample vantage points for them, due to the well- 
appointed improvements to the club section during 
the period of idleness since last year’s racing. 

Wealth, fashion and society comprised those 
occupyitg boxes. All took keen interest in the 
sport and attending incidents and accorded full 
measure of applause to the different winners. 

Circulating in the elubhonse were many of Ameri- 
ca’s foremost sportsmen and financiers. Hie array 
included Harry Payne Whitney, W. A. Corey, Col. 
Tliompson, L. A. Waterbury, John A. Drake, G. 
W. Loft, H. K. Knapp, Andrew Miller, L. C. 
Clark, Harry Watson, R. T. Wilson, Eugene G. 
Wood, Fred Lewisohn, Frank Hitchcock, John San- 
ford and many others of note. Ideal conditions for 
the sport prevailed, end the racing was hugely 
enjoyed and wholesome. 

KENTUCKY TRIVICPHS OYER EAST. 

Kentucky triumphed over the east in the first real 
clash of the Saratoga season when Miss Jemima dupli- 
cated, with a better performance, that of Billy 
Kelly last year in the Flash Stakes, that brought 
out some crack colts and fillies. True, Miss Jemima 
did not run as fast as Billy Kelly did last year, 
but she carried the steadier of 127 pounds, eight 
more than did Billy Kelly, and slie conceded weiglit 
to all her opponents. Harry Payne Whitney’s 
Wildair, regarded as one of the best in that es- 
tiildisiiment, was favored by a twenty -ixuiiid eouces- 
sion from the winner, 'riie result of the raee caused 
a reversal of the easterners’ hastily formed Judg- 
ment as to Miss Jemima’s ability, for she proved 
eonclnsively that she is a good filly and won like it. 
Unlike her Empire City track performance, she 
moved into the lead with a rush and quickly took 
a big command over her closest followers. Ap- 
proaching the turn into the stretch jockey Loftns 
gave her a breathing s|>ell, and when Wildair came 
with a threatening rusli in the last eighth the filly 
was well preiiared for it, and after a slight shaking 
up slie lield liiiii safe to ultimately win easing 
up sliglitly near the finish. Wildair’s race was 
also a gfSKi one, and lie liad little op|M>sition 
for s**cond place during tlie last eighth, for King 
Tlirnsli, wliicli liad been a sharp contender 
ilnriiig the early riiniiiiig, liegan falling back 
near the end. Miss Jemima and Ijoftus were given 
an ovation on their return to the stand that lasted 
several minutes. From a monetary standpoint the 
prize did not call for much, for the winner’s net 
share of the stakes only amounted to $2,750. Otto 
Stiefel, wlio owns the filly, came from St. I>ouis 
expressly to witness her performance, and was 
liiglily gratified by her showing. 

The Saratoga Handicap, with its $5,350 net to the 
winner, was the headliner of the card of sis races 
that served as the o|ieiiing day’s offering, and it 
resulted in a hollow victory for tlie three-year-old 
crack. Purchase, which was held to outclass bis 
opponents and was bucked with confidence. There 
were five starters in the race and Fairy Wand 
was at once taken into a long lead, closely pursued 
by War Cloud and Purcliase, with Corn Tassel and 
Benverklll following. There was no material change 
in their running for nearly seven -eighths, until 
Knapp, on Purchase, la'gan urging him to the 
front. The colt resiionded with a rush.

He had some important busi- 
ness to transac t in San Francisco, but he laisl^ioned 
ills trip there to spend a montli in Saratoga. 

I^eo Mayer was sweet on all the favorites before 
tlie races started and predicted it would be a fair 
day. As usual, lie will divide ills time iK'tween 
playing liorses and idayiiig a favorite every now and 
tlien.

Not all of them stopiied off 
at .Saratoga, Imt llie majority did. 

Mortimer Lyiicli will he a visitor in tlie clubhouse 
after a lay off of a wei'k or two due to iiidisiio- 
sitloii. “I liave to make Saratoga,” said Mr. I^criicli, 
“it being my liealth provider for the remainder of 
the season, tlien I go to Lakewood in the winter 
just to keep Billy Oliver company and pick up 
a bit more health.” 

As customary, Benny Faulk motored down from 
Detroit for a short season.

CHICAGO, 111., August 1. — Weather until 7 p. m.

CHICAGO, 111., August 1. — State and city offi- 
cials believe today that the race rioting on the 
south side virtually is over, although a condition 
of armed vigilance exists througliout the riot sone, 
with 6,000 troops «f the five state regiments and 
the 2,000 special police on guard. The bayoneted 
rifles and machine guns of the olive drab clad 
soldiers and the polisheil wooden clubs of the iiolice- 
men were Just as much in evidence toihiy as yes- 
terday, wiien the outbreaks were brought prac- 
tically to a close. It is belleveil tliat tliere will 
lie no more serious disorder, althougli tlie police 
are on the alert for conditions Monday wlien col- 
ored employers of the big stockyards packing plants 
have been notified to return to their jobs. Gov. 
Lowden said today that he believed the riots had 
simmered down enough to allow liim to leave Chicago 
for his summer home, Sinnissippi Farm, near Ore- 
gon, 111., and that he would go if the street car 
men, in their referendum, voted tlie strike off. 
Chief of Police Garrity said that if present condi- 
tions prevailed many of the special policemen will 
be taken from the riot sone tomorrow. He said, 
however, that the troops will remain for several days 
after the street car strike is settled. 

CHICAGO, 111., August 1. — American railways 
were threatened today wltli a tieup as the result 
of a strike of shopmen which centers in the Chi- 
cago district. The situation is so serious that Pres- 
ident Wilson tills afternoon asked Congress to act 
in tlie matter. More than 100,000 men in this 
district, embracing an area within a radius of 200 
miles of tlia city, were called out at 10 o’clock. A 
strike has also been ordered on sixteen southeastern 
lines, and a meeting of the executive board was to 
be held in Chicago this afternoon to discuss plans 
for extending the walkout to all. 

DES MOINES, Iowa, August 1. — Iowa coal minors 
are preparing to present demands to the operators 
for Incn-ased wages and a six-hour day and if tlieir 
demands are not met will strike, J. C, I.«wis, 
presid»*nt of District 13, United Mine Workers of 
America, declared today.
